Dear Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed on 12 September 2007, the invention 
of Group VIII (claims 26-29 and 33) is elected, with traverse, for search purposes. 

The restriction requirement also included an election of species requirement for the 
elected claims of Group VIII with respect to species of N-arylpyrazole and species of solvent. 
The election of species, made with traverse, are as follows: 

(a) The N-arylpyrazole is the compound of formula (I) where R 2 is S(0) n R3; R 3 is CF 3 ; R4 is 
amino; Ar represents 2,6-dichloro-4-trifluoromethyl phenyl and n is 1 (see claim 1 for formula 

(i)); 

(b) The solvent is diethylene glycol monoethyl ether; 

(c) The second parasiticide is avermectin; 
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(d) Although not elected in the restriction, the process of using claims (1-4, 7) were held to 
be generic. The applicants elect light degradation if the these claims are rejoined for 
examination. 

(e) Although not elected in the restriction, the process of using claims (1-5) were held to be 
generic. The choices presented in the election of species were between animal, bird or pests. 
However, claims 1-5 are already directed to control or elimination of external parasites in an 
animal. 

(f) Although not elected in the restriction, the process of using claims (1-5) were held to be 
generic for pests. The applicants elect ticks (although the applicants request expansion of the 
pests to fleas and ticks) 
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
